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Fortas Testim ony Reopens 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate Judiciary Committee, 
turned down by Justice Abe Fortas on a request that he testify 
further, received testimony today that Fortas was paid 
$15,000 for teaching a nine-week summer law course. 
The funds, it developed, were raised from tax - deductible 
contributions solicited by his former law partner, Paul A. 
Porter. 
The testimony was given by Dean B. J. Tannery of the 
American University Law School at reopened hearings for 
which Fortas declined to appear for new questioning on his 
nomination to succeed Chief Justice Earl Warren. 
Fortas, a member of the court since 1965, sent Chairman 
James O. Eastland, D-Mias., a letter respectfully declining to 
return for questioning shortly before the start of to<by’s 
hearing. 
Tennery, the first witness, said that Fortas had taught this 
summer a seminar on law and the social environment at the 
law school under a new program designed to provide a broader 
education for a selected group of students. 
There is nothing illegal about such teaching, but Sen. 
Hiram Fong, R-Hawaii, asked Tennery if he felt a Supreme 
Court justice "should hire himself out” for services for pay. 
The law school dean replied, “Yes, in terms of what he did 
for us.” 
Tennery said that it is “by no means rare” for a sitting 
justice to teach in a law school. 


Agnew Withdraws Charge 


ROCHESTER, N.Y. (PA) - Gov. Spiro T. Agnew has 
withdrawn his charge that Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey 
is soft on communism. 
“Had I ever realized the effect that this expression would 
have, I would have shunned it like the plague,” the Republican 
vice presidential nominee said at a news conference Thursday. 
“I would frankly call the use of that particularly phrase on 
my part an error,” the Maryland governor said. 
Agnew said he was not aware when he made the remark in 
a Washington news conference this week that it would hie 
interpreted against the political background of the late Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy, whose charged of communism in 
government led to countercharges of witchhunts. 
Agnew said that he had known his remark criticizing the 
Democratic presidential nominee “would in some way cast me 
as the Joe McCarthy of 1968, I would have turned five 
somersaults to avoid saying it.”

observers to believe that Agnew had been designated the 
hard-line campaigner and that GOP presidential nominee 
Richard M. Nixon would take a loftier position on issues.

Carlson concedes that not many 
inventors have done as well as hp 
has, even though his many years 
of effort have produced only 
one very successful machine. 
Asked the size of his wealth, 
Carlson, 62, said: ‘ It’s under $50 
million.” Ruefully he added: 
‘ H indsight 
is 
better 
than 
foresight. It would have been 
more if I had held onto all my 
stock.” 
Thirty years ago next month, 
on the 22nd to be exact, Carlson 
p r o v e d 
his 
prin ciple 
o f 
photoelectricity, which is the 
process 
that has since been 
developed 
into 
the 
modern 
Xerox office copier. 
Working in a little laboratory 
at Astoria, N.Y., Carlson wrote 
‘ 10-22-38, Astoria” on a glass 
slide. By means of electricity 
this was transferred to a metal 
plate and then by pressure to a 
piece of waxed paper. 
Six years later the Battelle 
Memorial Institute at Columbus, 
Ohio agreed to a development 
contract that would give it most 
of the royalties from sale or 
licensing. Two years later the 
Haloid 
Co., later called the 
X erox 
C o rp ., 
join ed 
the 
agreement 
Copiers were beginning to sell 
strongly as the 1960s approached, 
hut most of them depended 
upon wet processes, Carlson’s 
dry image process, now fully 
developed, was introduced in 
1990 and sales soared.

industry sales are well above $1 


b illion 
and 
more 
than 
40 
companies have office copiers on 
the market. 
Carlson’s invention has led 
the pack by far, and literally has 
almost changed every office in 
America. If a use seemingly 
doesn’t exist for a copier, the 
girls in the office soon will find 
one.

maintains,

surprise him. “ I knew it would 
be a big thing,” he said. “ I 
believed every office would have 
one, but I never thought I’d 
make as much money as I did.

him, 
Carlson says, is the fact that 550

Rochester, N.Y. this month for 
an international conference on 
electrophotography.

foresee such a conference,” he 
said. 
Carlson, who is a patent 
attorney as well as a physicist, 
was 42 when the first royalties 
were paid, “ it was a trickle in 
the beginning, a gradual growth 
through the 1960s and in 1900, 
with the first real office copier, 
it grew fast. It went up like a 
rocket” 
The basic patents held by 
Carlson have expired now and 
his main income is from his 
stock holdings. His role as a 
consultant to Xerox, where he 
maintains an office, brings him 


no salary nor the desire for one. 
He and his wife, the former 
Doris Hudgins, of Portsmouth, 
Va., live in a style Carlson calls 
modest at Pittsford, N.Y. They

people, I try to use my money 
wisely for the good of man,” 
Carlson said. 
There is no laboratory in the 
house, nor does Carlson have 
ideas for other inventions.

“ Yes,” he said, “ but I don’t 
know if I could go through it 
again. A basic invention might 
take 20 years to promote. I figure 
I might as well quit white I have 
a high percentage.”

KANSAS CITY AP - It’s time to pity the poor Big Eight 
football coaches. 
Pressure is building up for one of the hottest title races in 
league history. 
The alumni of three teams-defending champ Oklahoma, 
Nebraska and Kansas-are talking in terms of a championship, and 
with good reason. 
Three others-Missouri, Colorado and Oklahoma State-are 
just a shade behind the leaders. Their boosters hope for at least 
third place, with an outside shot at all the marbles. 
Six teams will not finish in the top three. Some unhappiness is 
inevitable. It’s a bonanza for the ticket sellers, however. 
The reasons for all the fan optimism are basic. The Big Night 
Probably has never had so many good football players. 
Last fall, the Big Eight had the best record against outside foes 
of any major conference at 16-9-1 and was the only league to win 
to bowl games. 
Most of this talented cast returns. Seven starting quarterbacks 
are on hand and each is rated among the top quarterbacks in his 
school’s history. They are among 112 returning regulars in the 
conference. 
Oklahoma’s gifted thin man, Bob Warmack, was voted the 
outstanding player in the Orange Bowl. Colorado’s brawny Bob 
Anderson was accorded the same honor in the Bluebonnet Bowl. 
You can’t term Warmack had Anderson the Big Eight’s best 
quarterbacks without getting a violent argument from supporters 
of 6-foot-7 Frank Patrick of Nebraska, league passing champion in 
1967, and 6-3 Bob Douglass of Kansas, who missed the league total 
offense record by just eight yards. 
Ron Johnson of Oklahoma State, Bill Nossek of Kansas State 
and John Warder of Iowa State were good last year and should get 
better. 
Missouri’s Dan Devine is the only coach without a returning 
quarterback, but he is much more concerned about linebacking and 
other areas. 
The coaches will tell you the team with the best defense wiD 
win it all, and they may be right. Oklahoma, Missouri and Nebraska 
ranked 1-2-3 nationally last year in defense against scoring and 
Colorado was No. 9. 
This is why Coach Chuch Fairbanks of Oklahoma is concerned 
about rebuilding his defense. He can*t afford much of a slip in this 
league. The veteran OU offense with Warmack, tailback Steve 
Owens and wingback Eddie Hinton caused most voters to stay with 
the champions. 
“VSe won three close ones in the league last year ” says 
Fairbanks. “It’s going to be tought even if we have another 
injury-free season.” 
Colorado’s defense is sound, but Anderson’s supporting cast is 
so green that Coach Eddie Qrowder says, “I can’t even estimate 
what we will do.” 
Nebraska’s Bob Devaney, the nation’s winningest active 
coach, admits he has a top contender, but adds, ‘T his has become 
the nation s toughest league.” 
The starting 22 at Kansas is good. Behind them, Coach Pepper 
Rodgers has worries. Another injury-free season is a must for his 
club. 
Kansas State will be in a new 35,000-seat stadium and much 
green talent. Coach Vince Gibson admits, “ If our sophomores 
aren’t good, we’re in a heckuva shape.” 
This is the best team we’ve had at Oklahoma State in five 
years, 
said Coach Phil Cutchin, but he isn’t sure that's good 
enough.

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Fortas Testimony Reopens 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate Judiciary Committee, 
turned down by Justice Abe Fortas on a request that he testify 
further, received testimony today that Fortas was paid 
$15,000 for teaching a nine-week summer law course. 
The funds, it developed, were raised from tax - deductible 
contributions solicited by his former law partner, Paul A. 
Porter. 
The testimony was given by Dean B. J. Tennery of the 
American University Law School at reopened hearings for 
which Fortas declined to appear for new questioning on his 
nomination to succeed Chief Justice Earl Warren. 
Fortas, a member of the court since 1965, sent Chairman 
James O. Eastland, D-Miss., a letter respectfully declining to 
return for questioning shortly before the start of today’s 
hearing. 
Tennery, the first witness, said that Fortas had taught this 
summer a seminar on law and the social environment at the 
law school under a new program designed to provide a broader 
education for a selected group of students. 
There is nothing illegal about such teaching, but Sen. 
Hiram Fong, R-Hawaii, asked Tennery if he felt a Supreme 
Court justice “should hire himself ou t” for services for pay. 
The law school dean replied, “Yes, in terms of what he did 
for us.” 
Tennery said that it is “by no means rare” for a sitting 
justice to teach in a law school.
